OAKLAND, Cal., March 13.—(?)— 
The government’s big “‘mystery plane,” 
home from one successful test flight, 
roared away late today on another in 
a series expected to cuiminate even- 
tually in a history-making hop to Ha- 
waii.

The first trip of the day took the 
plane 150 miles at sea. No sooner had 
it returned than refueling was start- 
ed. The second takeoff was at 4:46 
p. m., E. S. T., on a projected flight 
of 300 miles to sea and return. 

The ship returned to the Oakland 
airport at 6:40 p. m., a little less 
than two hours after it had taken off 
in an effort to

Establishment of a radio compass 
system which could guide planes at 
sea with the same certainty as the 
guidance given surface ships or over- 
land planes is one of the objects of 
the operations, Vidal said. 

One of the mysterious elements was 
the heavy load carried by the plane— 
nearly 1,600 gallons of fuel,’ weighing 
about six tons. The twin-motored ship 
rose slowly under the load at its first 
takeoff. 

Airport attendants said the ship’s 
fuel consumption is about 85 gallons 


per hour. On that basis the plane 
could remain in the air nearly 20 
hours and could fly more than 3,000 
miles. Honolulu is 2,400 miles from 
here.

W.D. MANLEY DIES 
IN ASHEVILLE, N.C. 


Former Chain Banker 
Lived Only 5 Months 
After Leaving Prison. 


W. D. Manley, 63, former head of 
the Bankers’ Trust Company, a chain 
of banks in Georgia and Florida, who 
was released October 6, 1934, from 
the federal prison at Maxwell Field, 
Montgomery, Ala., after serving five 
years of a seven-year sentence for 
fraudulent use of the mails, diéd Tues- 
daynight in a private sanitarium in 
Asheville, N. C. * 

His death was attributed to pa- 
ralysis which is said to have resulted 
from the ordeals of the court trials 
and the subsequent imprisonment. He 
had been in ill health most of the 
time since his release from the Max- 
well Field prison. 

The Bankers’ Trust Company chain, 
of which Manley was head, was com- 
posed of 185 institutions in Georgia 
and Florida. 

Coming to Atlanta as a young man 
from Augusta, he first became con- 
nected with the Witham chain of 
banks and, then established his own 
company, which in 1926, at the peak 
of its development, collapsed, calling 
for: investigation which resulted. in 
Manley’s prosecution in the state and 
federal courts. 

The case was called for trial several 
times, but Manley’s attorneys won 
continuances on the grounds the bank- 
er was too ill to attend court. At 
one time department of justice agents 
were sent to visit Manley at a private 
sanitarium at Milledgeville and re- 
ported that the banker was too ill to 
appear in court. 

Finally, the banker appeared for 
trial. He was carried into the court- 
room on a cot and heard sentence pro- 
nounced. He was removed to the fed-

WASHINGTON, March 13.—(?)— 
After a lengthy conference at the! 
White House today, Secretary Wal-| 
lace said that “no change” was con-| 
templated in the AAA’s cotton policy. | 

The secretary did not respond di-| 
rectly to questions whether the 12-| 
cent loan would be renewed on the! 
1935 crop but he asserted: 

“The administration is not going 
to allow the purchasing power of* the 
southern farmer to be wrecked.” 

Wallace added that the income of 
the south resulting from the increase 
from 5-cent cotton in 1932 to 12 
cents in 1934 “means too much to 
the prosperity of the rest of the coun- 
try.” 

Today’s conterence, in which 
Chester C. Davis, AAA administra- 
tor; Senators Smith, democrat, South 
Carolifia, and Bankhead, - democrat, 
Alabama, and Representative Jones, 
democrat, Texas, joined, followed 
three days of agitation and discussion 
resulting from Monday’s precipitate 
break in cotton prices. 

AAA officials said that all. pres- 
ent cotton programs would be con- 
tinued as drafted. They reiterated that 
the market price means nothing to 
the cotton farmer at present since he 
is still assured 12 cents per pound 
under the government loan plan. 

Senator Smith, who yesterday ex- 
pressed concern over the price situa- 
tion, declared he was “thoroughly sat- 
isfied with the conference at the 
White House.” 

“The policy of the government to | 
insist upon the parity price of farm | 
products being maintained and sur- 
pluses being removed will be con} 
tinued without deviation,” he added.| 

Jones said he saw no cause for | 
alarm in the market break and at-| 
tributed it to speculative activity) 
which did not concern the farmer. | 

Wallace asserted at his press con-| 
ference that “if there have been any 
rumors to the effect- that we are 
going to change our policy they just 
simply aren’t true.”

Chain Store Levy Includ- 
ed in General Tax Act as 
Debate on Revenue Bill 
Resumes. 


Practically abandoning all hope for 
an agreement between house and sen- 
ate on a tax relief measure, Speaker 
of the House E. D. Rivers Wednes- 


day withdrew his proposal for a five 


per cent general sales tax, a measure 
designed to replace the income lost 
through his relief program. 


In a dramatic speech which precipi- 
tated the wildest enthustiasm  dis- 
played in the general assembly during 
the current session, Rivers declared 
that while he stood four square for 
the sales tax he- refused to sponsor it 
until he had become definitely assur- 
ed it was a replacement tax and not 
an additional tax. 

“We of us who have been in the 
general assembly know when a new 
tax is put on it is an additional tax 
unless something is taken off first,” 
the speaker told the cheering house. 
“We know that unless the _ relief 
comes first there -is not likely to be 
any at all.” 

Interrupted frequently during his 
speech, Rivers was cheered to the échu 
at the conclusion of the talk. Scores 
of members rushed forward to shake 
hands” with him while-others pounded 
on hee ot $#houted as Repre- 
sentative W, W. Mundy, of Polk couys- 
ty, presiding temporarily, sought vain- 
ly to restore order. 

So dramatic was the Rivers speech, 
so intense the feeling as he spoke, 
that one veteran member of the ways 
and means committee, who has been 
interested in the sales tax wept bitter- 
ly as Rivers abandoned the proposal. 

Speaker Praised. 

Two of the’ staunchest opponents 
of the sales tax, Speaker Pro Tem 
Ellis G. Arnall, of Coweta county, 
and Representative Wilmer D. La- 
nier, of Richmond county, took the 
floor to praise the stand of the speak- 
er.

NRA 1S ILLEGAL 
“NLLJUDGE RULES 


Delegation of Powers De- 
clared Unlawful by U.S. 
Jurist. 


NEWARK, N. J., March 13.—()— 
Federal Judge Guy L. Fake ruled to- 
day the national industrial recovery 
act, as applied to intrastate business, 
“is unconstitutional because it at- 
tempts ah unlawful delegation of leg- 
islative authority.” 

The ruling; was made in granting 
an injunction to the Acme, Inc, of 
Jersey City, to restrain United States 
Attorney Harlan Besson from prose- 


cuting or indicting it for alleged code 
violations. Besson said he would rec- 
ommend that the case be appealed to 
the supreme court. 

| Judge Fake, in his opinion, referred 
to Judge Nields, of Delaware, who 
‘ruled on February 27, in the Weirton 
Steel Company case, that section 7A 
of the NIRA, relating to collective 
bargaining, is uncoustitutional. 


Acme, Inc., manufacturers of paper 
clips, nails, staples and similar prod- 
ucts, filed suit December 20, charging 
that E. Harvey Jube, field adjuster 
for the NRA, requested a certified 
copy of its pay roll, but it refused to 
give information concerning employ- 
ment and products. 


“The recovery act and the incident 
code,” wrote Judge Fake, “insofar as 
hey attempt to regulate the hours of 
‘labor, the fixing of wages, or the fur- 
Inishings of so-called confidential re- 
| ports thereon, are without sanction 
‘under the constitution, and, therefore, 
void.” 

The company contended. the act vi- 
olated the ninth and tenth amend- 
ments, which include provisions re- 
serving for the states the regulation 
of commerce within their boundaries, 
the: fifth amendment containing the 
provision that private property may 
not be confiscated without due proc- 
ess of law, and the fourth amendment, 
providing against unreasonable search 
and seizure of property by giving to 
the Authority power to inspect plants.

To Lead Probers to Vic- 
tims’ Graves. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., March 13.— 
(P)—A legislative investigating com. 


| mittee tonight had before it evidence 


that North Carolina prison camp of- 


ficials had made a practice of secret 
burials for friendless victims of their 
disciplinary practices. 

Withholding the identity of their in- 
formant, a former convict who is 
still under suspended sentence, mem- 
bers of the committee tonight were 
unanimous in. their determination to 
visit the scenes of lonely graves de- 
scribed by him. 

The committee was told that when 

beatings, chained suspensions anil 
other forms of punishment proved fa 
tal, bodies of the victims were carted 
to lonely mountain spots! and buried 
and the true circumstances of the cases 
glossed over in official reports. 
_ The informant was quoted as claim- 
ing to have been himself a member of 
such burial parties, and he offered 
to lead the. committee in its quest. 

The committee received the startling 
testimony near what it had expected 
would be the end of an investigation 
into practices in Mecklenburg county 
which were alleged to have resulted 


in the death of two prisoners and the 
| loss of both feet by two others. 

| Testimony regarding hitherto un- 
mentioned brutalities at the Henry 

Little convict camp near here was 
| produced earlier in the day as the 
committee began its study of prison 
discipline conditions, 

Starting primarily as an investiga- 
ton of why it was necessary to am- 
| Putate the feet of two negro convicts 
| after they had been chained in solitary 
confinement at the camp, the legisla- 
tors already had heard evidence dis. 
crediting official reports on the death 
of a negro inmate and attributing it 
to his having been suspended in chains 
for a long period. ' 

second death was brought into 
the record of the investigation by tes- 
timony of Manley Swaringen, former 
convict at the camp, who said a negro 
|named Carter, who has‘not yet been 
|fully identified, died at the county 
home in 1927 after receiving weekly 
beatings at the camp over a period 
of three months. 

Previously Capus M. Wapynick, 
chairman of the state highway and 
public works commission, which has 
charge of convict camps, had an- 
nounced he had sufficient evidence to 
attribute the death of L. Bogan, ne- 
gro convict, to his having been sus- 
pended upright in chains in the camp's 
“dark house,” despite the fact that 
reports at the time attributed death 
to heart trouble. 

Woodrow Wilson Shropshire and 
James Barnes, negro convicts whose 
feet were amputated last week because 
of gangtenous infection, claimed they 
were frozen while chained upright iu 
the “dark house” as punishment for 
minor rule infractions. 

_Dr. C. 8S. McLaughlin, county phy- 
sician, attributed their condition to 
erysipelas pot traceable to prison 
causes, anA he has been suspended 
from prison duties along with officials 
of both convict camps located in this 
county. 

Fred Young, inmate at the camp

TRANS-PACIFIC BASES 


Navy Given Right To Take 
Over Equipment in 
‘Emergency.’ 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—(/)— 
Secretary Swanson, gravely shaking 
his head, said today that he was not 
“sanguine” over prospects for the fu- 
ture extension of naval armament lim- 
itation, a feeling apparently reflected 
elsewhere in near-record military ap- 
propriations, 

The view within the administration 
apparently was that the naval secre- 
tary in commenting on French plans 
for two 35,.000-ton battleships had 
voiced at least in part the opinion 
prevailing in many quarters of both 
the United States and other naval 
powers. 

Along with his pessimistic comment, 
the secretary announced approval of 
the Pan-American Airways applica- 
tion to establish landing facilities on 
Guam, Midway and Wake islands for 
its projected trans-Pacifie service. 

Swanson said the permits reserved 
to the navy power to take over han- 
gars, radio beacon stations and other 
equipment in case of “an emergency.” 

He added that plans for construec- 
tion by the French of the two battle- 
ships, indicated that France did not 
believe other agreements would be ne- 
gotiated before the Washington and 
London treaties, denounced by Japan, 
expire on December 31, 1936. 

Under the Washington treaty, 
neither the United States, Great Brit- 
ain nor Japan can build more battle- 
ships, and they agreed not to con- 
struct additional fortifications—with 
a few exceptions—on their Pacific pos- 
sessions. 


ANTI-PATRONAGE BILL 


OFFERED BY RAMSPECK 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Rep- 
resentative Robert Ramspeck, of the 
fifth Georgia district, today laid be- 
fore the house a bill authorizing the 
president to place all emergency fed- 
eral agencies under requirements of 
the civil service commission. 

As chairman of the house civil serv- 
ice committee, the Georgia congress- 
man drafted the measure after a re- 
cent conference with Mr. Roosevelt, 
with whose approval it is declared: to 
meet. 

Ramspeck said one effect of the leg- 
islation would be to remove jobs under 
the emergency agencies from the realm 
of patronage.

Grandmother’s old brown stone crock, 
filled to the brim with sugar cookies 
and ginger snaps, was one of the never 
ending Selights of our childhood. Each 
day we dropped in after school to ex- 
plore new wonders in this charmed 
jar. A hospitable gesture still in favor 
among grandmothers today and a kind- 
ly one it is, too, worth preserving on 
our own pantry shelves. Though our 
gay cooky jars may be a little more 
decorative, we could hardly improve on 
the contents of- grandmother's old 
crock. But cookies should not be con- 
fined to after school snacks alone. 
They grow increasingly important on 
the modern menu, too. Many families 
serve canned or fresh fruit desserts 
as a regular part of their dinner— 
and to this dish cookies add the per- 
fect touch of crisp sweetness. ‘The 
following cookies are so easy to pre- 
pare that it will be a pleasure to serve 
them often from the full cooky jar! 


Butterscotch Refrigerator Cookies. 


Mix 2-3 cup granulated sugar with 
1-2 cup brown sugar. Measure 3-4 
cup shortening, using part butter, melt 
it and add to sugar... Add 2 eggs, mix 
well, then add 1 teaspoon vanilla. Sift 
pastry flour, measure 3 cups, then sift 
twice, with 1-2 teaspoon soda, add to 
butter mixture and mix well. Add 1 
cup Rice Flakes that have been meas- 
ured, then crushed. This makes a 
heavy dough. Pack into a pan iined 
with wax paper and chill several hours 
before baking—the dough may be kept 
indefinitely, if desired. Slice very 
thinly and bake in a hot oven (425 de- 
grees F.) for about 5 minutes.

Crisp Peanut Butter Cookies. — 

Cream 1 cup butter, 1 cup white 
sugar and 1 cup brown sugar. Add 
1 cup peanut butter, blend thoroughly, 
then add 1-2 cup sour milk blended 
with 2 teaspoons soda. Add 1 tea- 
spoon vanilla and 1-2 teaspoon salt, 
Add 3 1-2 cups sifted all-purpose flour.

Stir until 
a smooth batter is formed, then add 
beaten egg. Bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) for 35 to 40 
minutes. .May be served hot or cold 
with whipped cream. 


Mince Meat Cup Cakes. 

One-third cup butter, 3-4 cups 
sugar, 2 eggs, 1 cup mince meat, 1 
teaspoon vanilla, 1 cups sifted pastry 
flour, 1 teaspoon baking powder, 1-4 
teaspoon soda, 1-4 teaspoon salt, 1-4 
cup sour milk. 

Cream butter, add sugar gradually, 
and cream together thoroughly. Add 
eggs, one at a time, beating until 
fluffy after each addition. Add mince 
meat and vanilla. Sift flour, baking 
powder, soda and salt together, and 
add alternately with the milk.

Combine eggs, salt and Worchester- 
shire sauce. Dip oysters in egg and 
then in bread crumbs. Fry until 
golden brown. Place 3 or 4 fried 
oysters between slices of buttered 
whole wheat bread or hard rolls and 
sprinkle with chili sance or ketchup. 

Hot Open Cheese Sandwiches. 

Arrange slices of American cheese 
on medium slices of bread from 
which crusts have been’ trimmed. 
Spread a layer of chili sauce over the 
cheese and cover with slites of un- 
cooked bacon. Broil very slowly un- 
til the cheese is melted and the ba- 
con crisp. Serve immediately, garnished 
with fresh cucumber pickle and stuff- 
ed Spanish olives. These sandwiches 
are quickly and easily made and are 
excellent for luncheon or late evening 
seppers. 

Note: Cut bacon longer than sand- 
wiches to allow for shrinkage in cook- 
ing, also niche edge of bacon with 
sharp knife before cooking.

|ARGE GAINS FOR 198 


Remarkable Advances - ‘in 
Sales Revealed in Distrib- 
utors’ Reports Generally. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 138.— 
Sales of Crosley shelvador electric re- 
frigeratoers for January were 360 per 
cent greater than those for January, 
1934, Lewis M. Crosley, vice presi- 
dent, Crosley Radio Corporation, an- 
nounced. ““The season has started: six 
weeks earlier this year,” Mr. Cros- 
ley stated, “Last year it was difficult 
to get distributors and dealers. t 
take shipments before March 1. This 
year we have had to work full force 
to make shipments at once on orders 
placed by distributors, Where a wait- 
and-see attitude prevailed last year, 
dealers are now making ‘sales and the 
refrigerator season has already started 
full swing. | 

‘‘The improvement is well distribut- 
ed in every section of the country, 
eve in ‘those states that suffered 
most from the drouth. At Hartford, 
Conn., the Hartford Electric Supply 
Company reports an increase of 1, 
per cent over last year in orders for 
Crosley shelvadors to be shipped prior 
to March 1. In Detroit, the Aitken 
Radio Corporation increased its pre- 
season commitments almost 800 per 
cent over a year ago, thus providing 
a striking bit of corollary evidence 
that the automobile business has had 
a most decided improvement in 1935, 
a further indication of a very gen- 
eral improvement. Orders taken by 
the Ontario Electric Corporation, 
Crosley distributor at Buffalo, N. Y., 
were 400 per cent over those of last 
vear. Sales of the Crosley Distribut- 
ing Corporation, Chicago, are 688 per 
cent over those of January, 1934. The 
Crosley Distributing Corporation, of 


New York, had a gain of 256 per cent 


and the Crosley Distributing Corpora- 
tion, of Cincinnati, increased its sales 
237.7 per cent. In Atlanta Beck & 
Gregg gained more than 100 per cent 
in sales, with commitments 350 per 
cent greater than in 1934. 

“Increases of 50 to 100 per cent 
are the rule, and gains of 200 per 
cent are common. The gain in busi- 
ness is being further manifest by the 
fact that our distributors are secur- 
ing not only more dealers than at 
any previous time in our history, but 
bigger and better ones, with orders 
in comparison. An outstanding fea- 
ture of 1984 was that many of the 
largest and best department stores of 
the country took on Crosley shelva- 
dor electric refrigerators. 

“Optimism and confidence are based 
on sound, fundamental business gains 
everywhere, With general business av 
eraging 14 per cent ahead of a yeat 
ago, there is every <dndication now 
that 1985 will very greatly narrow 
the remaining 18 per cent to be gained 
to restore it to normal, An eight-bil- 
lion-dollar farm income for 1934 has 
very materially added to the greatly 
improved situation.” 


Cornucopia Cookies. 


One (9 ounce) package dry mince 
meat and 1-2 cup water, boiled almost 
dry, 1-3 cup butter or other shorten- 
ing, 1 cup sugar, 1 egg, 3 cups flour 
& teaspoons baking jsowder, 1-2 tea- 
spoon salt, 1-4 cup milk. 


Break mince meat into pieces. Add 
cold water. Place over heat and stir 
until all lumps are thoroughly brok- 
en up. Bring to a brisk boil; con- 
tinue boiling for three minutes, or 
until mixture is practically dry. Al- 
low to cool. 

Cream shortening and sugar. Add 
egg and beat vigorously. Sift flour 
once, measure, add baking powder and 
salt and sift again. Add dry in- 
gredients alternately with milk to 
first mixture. Blend thoroughly. Fold 
in cooled mince meat. Chill dough four 
Roll to 1-4 inch thickness on 
slightly floured board. Cut into 
rounds five or six inches in diameter. 
Bake on a buttered sheet about 10 
minutes in a hot oven (400 degrees 
F.) Remove one at a time from the 
pan and carefully roll, with the fin- 
gers, into horns or cornucopias. Fas- 
ten with toothpicks. Return to oven 
for three or four minutes for further 
browning. Then place a big spoonful 
of ice cream in each. 


Quick Dinner. 

If you want a quick dinner dish 
serve broad noodles, boiled and served 
with crisp browned bread crumbs, and 
surrounded by fat little sausage links. 
Or a platter of broiled fruit, either 
peach halves, banana strips, pineap- 
ple or apple slices, surrounded by the 
crisp patties makes a chop plate 
worth dipping into and cooked all in 
the space of 15 minutes.

Two cups scalded milk, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1 tablespoon sugar, 6 cups flour, 
4 tablespoons butter, 1 yeast cake,

Put salt, sugar and _ butter in 
bowl; pour over scalded milk, when 
cool add yeast and 4 cups of flour, 
beat thoroughly. When full of bub- 
bles add yeast and 2 cups of flour, 
knead until smooth and elastic to 
touch. Let it rise to twice the bulk, 
cut dewn, rise again, then turn onto 
the board and roll out in sheet 1-2- 
inch thick, 
brush with butter, fold so the upper 
edge overlaps the under one, press 
edges together and let rise 1 hour 
and bake in a hot oven 15 to 20 
minutes.

REFRIGERATION SALES 


Norge Corporation Execu: 
tive Lays Increase to En- 
forced Food Economy. 


DETROIT, March 13.—Norge ship- 
ments for the first two months df 


1935 were 243 per cent of those in 
the like period of last year, an 
nounced Howard E. Blood, president, 
Norge Corporation, who stated his 
company had closed the biggest Feo 
ruary business in its history. 

“The amazing public demand for 
electric refrigeration this early ia 
the year,” said Blood, “is perhaps due 
to the rise in food prices. February 
food prices were up 38.8 per ceéni, 
compared with those of the corre- 
sponding month of 1934. More in- 
teresting, perhaps, is the fact the in- 
crease was greatest among perisha 
bles. For example, beef ribs were 
02.9 per cent higher, while flour 
prices were up only 8.4 per cent. Most 
ether perishables, such as vegetables 
and milk, showed big increases. But 
these price increases can be largely 
offset by owning an electric refrig- 
erator and taking advantage of quan- 
tity buying and Saturday food spe- 
cials. There is a decided trend to 
the ownership of larger electric re- 
frigerators, indicating the public is 
aware of the food savings to be 
gained from elimination of food spoil- 
age, use of leftovers and quantity 
marketing; particularly now when 
food prices are soaring.

ter to make the required amount, Add 
two tablespoons melted butter. Beat 
two egg whites stiff, add three table- 
spoons sugar and fold into the bat- 
ter. Fill individual buttered molds 


Butterscotch Pudding. 

Four tablespoons cornstarch, one 
cup water, one cup evaporated milk, 
one tablespoon butter, one cup. brown 
sugar, dash of salt, one teaspoon 
vanilla. Mix cornstarch with one- 
fourth cup water. . Scald remaining 
milk -and water. Melt butter, add 
sugar and cook until sugar melts, stir- 
ring constantly. Add slowly to hot 
milk, stirring until well blended, Add 
cornstarch mixture and stir until 
thickened. After that stir only occa- 
sionally, while cooking 20 minutes.

Rich Rice Pudding. 
One-half cup rice, 4 cups milk, 1-3 
cup molasses, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-2 
teaspoon cinnamon, 1 tablespoon but- 


er. 

Wash the rice, combine ingredients 
except butter and pour into a greased 
baking dish. Bake three hours in a 
slow oven, stirring three times during 
the first hour to prevent .rice from 
settling. At the last stirring add one- 
half cup raisins and the butter.

Te butter and flour, add grad- 
ually well-beaten egg, then milk. Cook 
over slow fire, stirring constantly un- 
til it begins to thicken, then pour 
the boiling custard over sliced ba- 
nanas. Any fruit or flavor can be 
substituted for bananas. The peel of 
an orange grated and its juice makes 
delicious “orange float.” This, how- 
ever, should be cooked in the cus 
tard. 


Baking Powder Biscuits. 

Two cups flour, 4 teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, 3-4 teaspoon salt, 2 table- 
spoons fat, 3-4 cup milk. 

Mix and sift dry ingredients. Rub 
in fat with tips of fingers or chop 
in with a knife. Add milk gradu- 
ally to make a soft dough. Use a 
knife in mixing. Toss on a well-flour- 
ed board. Pat and roll to one inch 
thickness. Cut with biscuit cutter dip- 
ped in flour. Place in close together 
on an oiled pan and bake in a hot 
oven 10 to 15 munutes.

Feather Biscuits. 


Two cups flour, 2 to 4 teaspoons 
baking powder, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1- 
cup fat, 2-3 cup milk, 1 egg. | 

Sift the dry ingredients. Put into 
a cup two-thirds cup of milk, lard 
until the milk comes to the top. Cut 
the lard into the dry ingredients. Beat 
an egg and add to the milk. Mix the 
egg and milk mixtures together, then 
the flour. Dough will be fairly stiff 
but by kneading quickly and lightly 
on a floured board for a few seconds 
light and crisp biscuits will. be the 
result. Pinch off three little rolls and 
place them to form one biscuit when 
baked.

Crushed Strawberry Jam. 

Seven cups (3 Ibs.) sugar, 4 cups 
(2 lbs.) prepared fruit, 1-2 bottle (1-2 
cup) Certo. 

Measure sugar and fruit, as pre- 
pared above, into large kettle, mix 
well. and bring to a full rolling boil 
over hottest fire. Stir constantly be- 
fore and while boiling. Boil hard 1 
minute. -Remove from fire and stir 
in Certo. Then stir and skim by 
turns for just 5 minutes to cool slight- 
ly, to prevent floating fruit..

Measure sugar and juice, as pre 
pared above, into large saucepan and 
mix. Bring to a boil over hottest 
fire and at once add Certo, stirring 
constantly. Then bring to a full roll- 
ing boil and boil hard 1-2 minute. 
Remove from fire, skim, pour quick- 
ly. Paraffin hot jelly at once. Make 
about 11 8-ounce glasses. 


Fresh Corn Cakes. 

Two cups fresh green corn, 2 ogee. 
beaten until light; 1 teaspoon salt. 
_Cut the corn from the cobs, using 
either fresh or cooked corn. Add the 
beaten eggs and salt. Stir together. 
Put 3 tablespoons butter or other fat 
in the frying pan, and when it is 
hot drop the corn and egg mixture 
into the fat by spoonfuls. Drop the 
corn far enough apart to make turn- 
ing easy. Fry on one side until the 
corn is brown, then turn the cakes 
and brown them on the other side.
